George  Whitefield  Chadwicfy 

Director 

GEORGE  Whitefield  Chad  wick,  an  eminent  composer,  conductor,  author, 
and  educator,  lias  served  as  Director  of  the  Conservatory  for  the  past  thirty 
years.  He  was  horn  in  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  Xovemher  13,  18.54.  At  the 
age  of  fifteen  he  received  his  first  organ  lessons  from  his  brother;  three  years  later  he 
entered  the  Conservatory  and  studied  with  Dudley  Buck,  George  Whiting,  and 
Stephen  Emery.   Later  he  studied  organ  and  composition  under  Eugene  Thayer. 

When  only  twenty-two  he  became  the  head  of  the  Music  Department  at  Olivet 
College,  Michigan.  After  serving  one  year  in  this  capacity,  he  went  to  I^eipzig  for 
instructions  in  organ  playing  and  in  composition  under  Jadassohn  and  Reinecke. 
He  won  much  distinction  there  in  the  field  of  composition:  especially  commended 
were  his  two  string  quartettes  and  his  overture  that  had  been  suggested  to  him  by 
Washington  Irving's  "Rip  Van  Winkle."  (This  overture  was  first  presented  to  the 
American  public  by  the  Harvard  Musical  Association  in  1879.)  Mr.  Chadwick 
continued  his  study  under  Joseph  Rheinberger  in  Munich. 

After  his  success  abroad,  he  returned  to  BostSn  and  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
Conservatory  in  1881,  teaching  Harmony  and  Composition.  In  1897  he  became  its 
Director.  Under  his  Directorship,  the  Conservatory  has  risen  to  its  present  prom- 
inence as  one  of  the  highest  of  musical  universities. 

Mr.  Chadwick  has  had  as  pupils  many  well-known  American  musicians,  includ- 
ing Wallace  Goodrich,  Frederick  S.  Converse,  Arthur  Whiting,  Horatio  Parker. 
Henry  Hadley,  Edward  Burlingame  Hall,  and  Daniel  Gregory  Mason. 

As  a  composer,  he  has  achieved  success  because  his  works  show  extensive  tech- 
nical equipment,  liberal  and  versatile  tastes,  fluent  melodic  inventions,  and  mastery 
of  the  classical  form.  Only  last  December  the  Conservatory  Orchestra  and  Chorus 
performed  Mr.  Chadwick's  Christmas  cantata,  "Noel."  His  works  include  operas, 
symphonies,  overtures,  chamber  music,  choral  ballads,  and  songs. 

Mr.  Chadwick  was  awarded  the  honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  by  Yale 
University  in  1897,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Laws  by  Tufts  College  in  1905.  In  1908 
he  was  elected  to  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Letters. 

The  class  of  1927  is  indeed  grateful  for  the  inspiration  of  Mr.  Chadwick  and  his 
interest  in  each  of  its  members.  We,  who  are  graduating,  want  to  express  our 
loyalty  and  appreciation,  and  to  wish  him  continued  success  in  all  his  undertakings.

Wallace  Goodrich 

Dean  of  the  Faculty 

Wallace  Goodrich,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  is  a  graduate  of  the  <  'onservatory 
and  a  former  pupil  of  George  Whitefield  Chad  wick.  He  was  horn  in  Newton,  Mass- 
achusetts. May  -27,  1871.  lie  began  the  study  of  pianoforte  when  he  was  quite 
young,  hut  hefore  long  he  showed  greater  interest  in  the  organ  and  began  its  serious 
study  with  Henry  Dunham  at  the  Conservatory.  He  took  a  regular  course  in 
Harmony,  Counterpoint,  and  Composition  with  Mr.  Chad  wick;  yet,  at  the  same 
time,  he  was  able  to  hold  important  organ  positionsandto  give  recitals  in  and  around 
Boston. 

At  the  Royal  Academy  of  Munich,  Mr.  Goodrich  studied  organ  under  Joseph 
Rheinberger  and  conducting  under  Ludwig  Abel.  At  the  end  of  a  year's  work  he 
conducted  an  original  composition  for  chorus  and  orchestra,  and  was  awarded  a 
silver  medal  for  organ  and  composition.  The  following  year  he  studied  witli  Widor 
in  Paris,  at  the  same  time  making  a  concentrated  study  of  the  remarkable  develop- 
ment of  French  organ  music.  In  189G-1897  he  coached  singers  and  conduc  ted 
ballets  at  Stadttheater  in  Leipzig. 

He  returned  to  Boston  to  become  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  New  England 
Conservatory  where,  after  ten  years  as  an  organ  instructor,  he  became  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty.  In  this  office  he  conducts  a  very  capable  orchestra  and  a  splendid 
chorus,  both  of  which  give  several  concerts  each  year.  In  recent  years  under  his 
leadership  Conservatory  students  have  successfully  given  the  two  operas,  "Hansel 
und  Gretel"  and  "Madama  Butterfly." 

In  addition  to  his  Conservatory  activities  he  has  held  responsible  positions  in 
Boston's  musical  circles.  He  was  organist  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
(1897-1900)  and  of  Trinity  Church  (1902-1909).  He  founded  the  Choral  Art  Society 
and  conducted  it  for  six  years.  He  was  conductor  of  the  Cecilia  Society  of  Boston 
and  was  one  of  the  conductors  of  the  Boston  Opera  Company. 

Mr.  Goodrich  has  delivered  lectures  and  published  educational  works  for  the 
organ,  and  has  written  "The  Organ  in  France."  In  1918  he  became  a  member  of 
the  committee  for  the  revision  of  the  Episcopal  Hymnal  and  Secretary  of  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Church  Music.  He  has  showed  deep  interest  in  church  music  and  is 
an  authority  on  Plain  Song.  As  a  composer  he  is  best  known  for  his  "Ave  Maria" 
for  chorus  and  orchestra. 

Dean  Goodrich's  splendid  musicianship,  many  accomplishments,  thoroughness, 
and  interest  in  all  his  work  have  been  great  factors  in  the  school's  success.  The 
Conservatory  is  fortunate  in  having  such  a  capable  man  as  he  for  Dean  of  the 
Faculty.
